caused by the payment of said attorn- 
eys' fees; 


"Resolved, That the Oakland Board

destroyers of plant life. The lady-bird 
fVedaila 
OardinalefO 
has saved our 


flower gardens and pleasure parks, as 
it saved the citrus trees of Los An 
gcles and Riverside. 


"The Rhisobius Ventrails is cleaning 


our olive, orange and lemon trees of 
the- black scale. 


"The San Jose scale in many orch- 


ards is nearly exterminated. The na- 
tive 
parasite insects are successfully 


checking 
the 
inroads of this much 


dreaded 
post. . The fruit growers of 


this county are anxious to havo every 
precaution taken to prevent the intro- 
ducaion of infested trees and plants. 
There are many pests and tree diseases 
that exist in Cither counties, and as 
we 
are continually importing trees, 


plants and fruit 'from Japan, China, 
and the Hawaiian and Philippine Is- 
lands, we must be constantly on the 
alert 
to prevent the introduction of 


foreign pests. 


"In Massachusetts the Gipsy moth 


costs that State $100,000 a. year to fight 
this pest. The Inspection and quaran- 
tine of trees, plants, and fruit is the 
only way to prevent the Introduction 
of these dreaded insect pests. The in- 
spection of our gardens a.nd nurseries 
and 
city 
parks, has generally been 


clean and effective work has been done 
in all the nurseries. 


"The 
distribution and colonization 


of 
beneficial insects is gradually de- 


stroying tree pests." 


"I 
have Inspected seven cases of 


plants 
from Eastern 
nurseries, one 


Cf.r 
load 
of plants from California 


nurseries, one bale of trees from an 
Oregon nursery, and some trees from 
Nnnn county.
